THE UNITED STATES AND THE 

OPIOM TRADE. i 
A special despatch_from Washington to 
the< San Hxancisco Morning Call, dated 
March 26th, saya that on that date Senator 
Miller reported from the Foreign Relations 
Comnmitteo a substitute fur.tho bill introda- 
ced by hia! prohibiting the importation of 
opium. It forbids its importation in any 
form by Chingse.aubjects ; provides for tho 
sciqure and forfoittre of packages, in 
whole or in part, of opium consign. 
ed to Chinumon in tho United States ; 
for the punishmenbt by' fina and im- 
prtisonment of poraons offending against 
the act; prvhibits’ the import by uny 
one of vpiam upon a vessel owned by China- 
men or flying the Chineso ig, oven thon 
chartered by citizens ur subjects of another 
country ; pravides for the seizure and farfei- 
ture of all such opium found ia the United 
Statea ports, and imposes a fine equal in 
value to the opium seized, on the master of 
the vesscl. Whenever it appears that the 
Govermnuent of China has ‘promulgated 
appropriate Jeyislation,’ prohibiting the 
citizons of thu United States from importing 
iuny futo the open ports of China, or 
transporting it from one port to another, or 
buying and selling opium in China, thé 
Consular courts are authorised to try tho 
offenders and impose a fino and inprison- 

ment upon conviction. a? 
Accompanying the bill were copies of 
correspondence between Senator Miller and 
the Sceretavy of Siate upon thoanbject of 
the importation of-spium.

QF course this can easily be done, owing 
to there beiug no commission or duty to 
bo paid. Chang has been called by Inipe ial 
Edict to help with his sage deliberations 
and watore judgment in the Grand Council 
and the Tsung-li Yemén, in the at present 
all-absorbing question of peace or war. He 
will arrive in Peking in afow days. Itis 
hoped that he will sco tho propriety of 
“poace at any price’ in the present weak 
state of China, as his judgment is thought 
very highly of by the Empress Dowager, 
who appreciates hia high abilities. The 
Chinese ulso have great faith in and admira- 
tion for him ;for taking the valedictory in 
the examinations for ‘the second degree of 
ohii-jén at the early ago of sixteen, and 
having attained his third degree soun after, 
he conscientiously and boldly stood up for 
what he thonght to he right in tho capitat 
of Obina, till he was given the Fu-ttaiship 
of Shansi a few yeara ago; and having 
taken ‘that important post, and seeing 
the immense mining resources of that 
province, he has been very anxious to 
develope the country under his jurisdiction 
nthat way. With raihvays, the fields of 
Shansi, which the eminent yeolog’st Richt- 
hofen described as being able to supply 
cosl for the consumption of the whole
